To  the  Chairman  &  Councillors  of  the 
Winslow  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  Ladies  &  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  and  vital  statistics  of  the  Winslow  Rural  District  for  the 
year  1954?  together  with  the  report  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  and 
Surveyor  on  the  sanitary  circumstances,  and  work  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  throughout  the  area® 

Mr.  Do  Keen  succeeded  to  the  post  vacated  by  Mr.  Shipp 
and  commenced  his  duties  as  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector  on  February  1st® 

The  total  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified 
during  this  year  was  much  less  than  last  year.  This  was  largely  due  to 
the  diminution  in  the  number  of  measles  and  scarlet  fever  cases  notified. 
There  was  one  case  of  poliomyelitis  notified,  a  child  aged  four.  The 
case  was  treated  in  hospital  and  recovered  though  with  some  residual 
paralysis  in  the  upper  limbs. 

There  were  no  infectious  cases  of  the  enteric  group 
notified,  and  no  food  poisoning  cases,  nor  was  there  any  case  of 
diphtheria  notified  in  the  districts. 

During  the  year  there  were  four  slaughterhouses 
licensed  and  the  transition  of  slaughtering  from  Central  Government 
Control  was  smoothly  accomplished. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  the  increased  number  of 
properties  which  are  being  served  by  mains  water  and  sewerage  throughout 
the  area,  and  that  a  further  disposal  works  has  been  completed  during  the 
year.  The  Council  has  wisely  agreed  to  Improvement  Grants  on  certain 
properties,  giving  modern  facilities  and  additions  and  thereby  increasing 
the  rateable  value • 


It  is  a  pleasure  to  record  rny  thanks  to  the  Council 
for  their  helpful  guidance  and  co-operation.  Also  to  the  members  of  the 
Staff,  particularly  the  members  of  the  health  department  for  their 
admirable  work  throughout  the  year.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
Hospitals 


Hospital  accommodation  for  the  district  is  provided  by  the 
Royal  Bucks  and  Tindal  General  Hospitals  Aylesbury®  Infectious  disease 
cases  are  admitted  to  the  Aylesbury  Isolation  Hospital,  or  one  of  the 
Isolation  Hospitals  in  the  Oxford  Group. 

.  These  three  hospitals  are  administered  by  the  Aylesbury  and 
District  Hospital  Management  Committee. 

Cases  are  admitted  to  the  Stoke  Mandeville  or  the  Radcliffe 
Infirmary,  Oxford,  if  bed  space  is  unavailable. 

Similarly,  infectious  disease  cases  are  admitted  to  the 
Infectious  Disease  Hospitals  within  the  Oxford  Region  when  there  is 
no  accommodation  locally. 

Pathological  Specimens 

The  ma jority  of  specimens  for  examination  are  submitted  to  the 
Pathology  Laboratory,  Stoke  Mandeville  Hospital.  The  services  of  the 

Public  Health  Laboratories  at  Luton  and  Oxford  are  utilised  whenever 
necessary®  3 


Ambulance  Services 


The  ambulance  services  in  the  area  are  the  responsibility 
of  the  Bucks  County  Council,  Five  ambulances  are  stationed  in  the 
Borough  of  Aylesbury  for  the  use  of  the  town  and  surrounding  districts. 
Included  in  this  number  is  a  sitting  case  ambulance. 


Maternity  &  Child  Welfare 


This  service  is  controlled  by  the  Bucks  County  Councilo 

Infant  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  at  Great  Horwood,  Stewkley 
and  Winslow,  and  a  Mobile  Welfare  Centre  visits  Mursley,  Newton 
Longville,  Shenley  and  Swanbourne* 

Diphtheria  &  Whooping  Cough  Immunisation 

The  Bucks  County  Council,  being  the  Local  Health  Authority 
as  defined  by  the  National  Health  Service  Act  1946,  administer  this 
service. 

Treatment  of  Venereal  Disease 


A  Venereal  Disease  Clinic  is  held  regularly  at  the  Royal 
Bucks  Hospital,  Aylesbury,  where  free  treatment  is  given.  This  clinic 
is  administered  by  the  Aylesbury  and  District  Hospital  Management 
Committee.

In  July  we  were  again  faced  with  the  inspection  of  meat 
after  a  lapse  of  about  fifteen  years.  Four  slaughterhouses  have 
been  licensed  and  I  am  happy  to  say  that  we  are  maintaining  a  100% 
inspection  service. 

I  would  once  again  like  to  express  my  appreciation  for 
the  continued  co-operation  offered  by  all  members  of  the  staff, 
and  for  the  consideration  and  help  given  by  the  various  Committees 
and  the  Council  in  dealing  with  matters  concerning  this  Department.

DRAINAGE  &  SEWERAGE 

During  the  year  a  further  small  disposal  works  has  been 
completed  at  Whaddon.  This  takes  all  the  waste  from  the  ten  Council 
Houses  in  Stock  Lane#  The  completion  of  this  scheme  means  that  all 
Council  houses  in  the  district  now  have  a  water-borne  system  for  the 
disposal  of  their  waste  effluent. 


Of  the  parishes  which  have  no  proper  sewerage  scheme 
Granborough  has  proved  the  most  difficult  with  which  to  deal#  During 
the  year  there  have  been  numerous  blockages  etc.  on  very  old  drains 
which  run  through  various  parts  of  the  parish  and  eventually  discharge

into  open  ditches.  These  matters  are  difficult  to  deal  with  and  tJ 
remedial  action  taken  can  only  he  regarded  as  of  a  temporary  nature 
until  such  time  as  the  new  scheme  is  completed* 

MEAT  &  OTHER  FOODS 

Routine  inspections  of  all  butcher1 s  shops  and  shops  selli: 
or  preparing  food  have  been  carried  out*  As  from  July  1st  1954  fO' 
slaughterhouses  were  licensed,  three  of  which  carry  out  regular 
slaughtering.  Eight  premises  in  the  district  used  for  the  manufac 
of  sausages  are  registered  under  Section  14  of  the  Pood  and  Drugs  .
